And as the Heavens are divided into two Hemi- 
ſpheres by the Horizon, ſo are they divided by 
1 Meridian into two equal Parts, which divi- 
deth the Heavens into the Oriental and Occi- 
dental Parts, ſo that by theſe two Circles, Ho- 
rizon and Meridian, the Heavens are divided in- 
to four equal Parts, or Quadrants, and every one 
of theſe Parts, or Quadrants, are divided into three 
other Parts, according to other Circles drawn 
by Points or Sections of the aforeſaid Meridian 
and Horizon; fo that the whole Heaven is divi- 
ded into twelve equal Parts, which the Aſtro- 
Jogers call Houſes, taking their beginning from 
the Angle of the Eaſt. 

The fliſt Quadrant is deſcribed from the An- 
gle of che Eaſt to the Mid-heaven, viz. from the 
line of the firſt Houſe to the line of the tenth, 
and this is call'd the Oriental, Aſcending, In- 
fant, Maſculine, Sanguine, and Vernal Quarter, 
and it hath the twelfth, eleventh, and tenth 
Houſes,- The

The ſecond Quadrant is from the Cuſp of the 
Mid- heaven to the Cuſp of the ſeventh, con- 
taining the ninth, eighth, and ſeventh Houſes;

The third Quadrant is from the Cuſp of the
